Here is a piece of information 
which I consider is worthwhile 
passing along. We had some call- 
ers a few nights ago and the 
lady apologized for the appear- 
ance of her hands.

The Joyita has since been re- 
paired, but there is still no sign 
ef her crew or passengers. Did 
the cat sense danger aboard? 
_ If anyone has any doubt about 
a cat's ability to sense danger 
before it becomes apparent to

The Remindo was on the point

Do Cats Foresee 


are the Russian Sputniks. 


By H. R. CALVERT 


Ed. Note: In this article Mr. 
Calvert concludes the story of 
his visit to Lynn Lake, the new 
mining community in the far 
north. 


The single mine employees 
live in relatively small, semi- 
private rooms in company bunk- 
houses,. The, boarding house 
meals, served by caterers select- 
ed by Sherritt Gordon, are sub- 
stantial and carefully planned 
to give the men variety. Steward 
Chief Cal Graham pointed out 
that in addition to the regular 
meals, en received a 14-0z. 
T-bone steak on Saturdaymight 
and turkey or chicken for Sun- 
day dinner. A typical week-day 
menu, and one which I personal- 
ly enjoyed, was a choice of 
grilled pork chops, pork hocks, 
beef tenderloin, cold cut plate, 
grilled halibut, with soup for a 
starter and butterscotch pie, jello 
or fresh fruit-salad with choco- 
late cake for dessert and, of 
course, tea, coffee or milk. The 
meals are served cafeteria style 
and the men may return for 
follow-up portions, The living- 
on-camp men pay $2.25 a day 
for room and board and since 
the boarding house operation 
alone costs Sherritt Gordon ap- 
proximately $3.00 per man per 
day, it becomes apparent that 
the company subsidizes the men 
“15¢ a day with, in effect, free 
lodging. 

In complimenting Mine Mana- 
ger “Doc” Gallie on the obvious 
interest the Company has in its 
employees and the community, 
he commented: “We have our 
problems here. It’s a long win- 
ter — don’t let anybody kid 
you. It begins to look endless 
around the middle of March. 
People here have very real 
problems. Because of the long 
winters, fuel bills are high. A 
lot of oil is burned. Sherritt 
Gordon worked long and hard 
and finally succeeded in getting 
the freight rate reduced on fuel. 
This was a help, and the kind 
of help we feel our employees 
are entitled to. We have had a 
very real problem caused by the 
lack of rainfall in this part of 
the country; to keep the mine 
operating and to supply elec- 
tricity for the homes, we in- 
stalled deisel generators which 
cost a good many hundreds of 
thousands of dollars, Things are 
looking up as far as our power 
situation is concerned because 
we have had more rainfall in 
the past few weeks and I hope 
that veil shortly this will mean 
that we can decrease rates.” 

I told “Doc” Gallie that I had 
been impressed by the obvious 
financial well-being of the com- 
munity. “Doc” looked at me 
sharply and asked in return it 
I realized that the cost of living 
was somewhat higher than it 
‘was in Winnipeg. I retorted that 
I came from Toronto and it was 
higher in Toronto than it was in 
Winnipeg and the “Doc” just 
grinned and said it was a well- 
known fact that everything was 
better and higher in Toronto. I 
backed away from the subject in 
a hurry but just tor fun a 
checked the cost of a few items 
selling, retail in both Lynn Lake 
and Winnipeg, and the list shown 
below proved quite interesting:

To the best of my ability I also 
checked the average wage in 
Canada as a whole against the 
average wage at Lynn Lake, 
and obviously not having access 
to the -eompany figures I could 
only guess, but Ofeven a fairly 
rough guess it was very apparent 
that if the gentle reader would 
like to improve his financial 
position he should hit for Lynn 
Lake. 

Mind you, these . modern 
pioneers put up with incon- 
veniences and problems’ which 
the majofity of Canadians can 
neither appreciate nor know 
anything about. The sense of 
isolation, the lack of radio and 
TV, and the long, cold winters 
are all very real. But real too is 
the fact that here the average 
man can enjoy many things in 
life which are not possible to the 
average man elsewhere. He 
makes more money; he belongs 
to a community which is truly 
his community. The reason is 
easy — the average man at 


Lynn Lake is not an average 


man, he is a pioneer. 

To return again briefly to the 
Mine Manager, he regretted he 
could not give me more time, 
having just returned from holi- 
days, and he politely but firmly 
refused my request to go under- 
ground at the mine; I must ad- 
mit that I felt he was deeply 
suspicious of journalists. He 
told me, however, that the em- 
ployee turnover at Lynn Lake 
is less than One-half of the 
national. average in the mining 


. industry, and his obvious ‘pride 


in the community is best sum- 
med up in his closing remarks 
to me which were: 

“We believe that our (Sherritt 


Gordon’s) effort are appreciated. 


Lynn Lake is a good place to 
live and Sherritt Gordon has 
spent thousands of dollars to 
make this so. We intend to con- 
tinue doing everything we pos- 
sibly can to keep it this way!” 

Well, there we have it! A 
modern town of 1,674 kind, 
generous people, providing for 


themselves a time to work, a. 


time to play and a time to wor- 
ship — living together in har- 
mony and undoubtedly with 
some ineonveniences; but, as 
more than one resident said 
“Despite the isolation — the 
long, cold winters — the high 
cost of some foods and fuel, we 
are happy. You see, we feel we 
live ir a community of which 
we may be proud — we have a 
wonderful ‘esprit corps’, most 
of the modern conveniences, 
more than adequate recreational 
facilities and social activities 
and we work for a fine com-

Sea Water To Drink 


With reservoirs. all over the 
country drying up, the U.S. is 
showing increasing interest in 
desalting sea water. The prob- 
lem is mainly economic. Drink- 
ing water obtained by conven- 
tional means costs from a few 
cents to about 38 cents per thou- 
sand gallons. Turning salt. water 
into fresh may cost as much as 
$6: per thousand gallons. 

At the international Saline 
Water Conversion Symposium in 
Washington recently, the most 
ambitious desalting project de- 
vised was announced by Dr. 
O. B. Voleckman, a South African 
chemist. Volckman reported a 
3-million~- gallon~a-day plant 
would go into operation next 
year in the Orange Free State. 
The plant, which operates on an 
ingenious electrical filtering sys- 
tem, will desalt brackish mine 
water at a cost of only 30 cents 
per thousand gallons. If it used 
ordinary sea water, however, the 
cost would obviously be much 
higher. 

On the theoretical side, scien- 
tists at the conference came up 
with one hopeful scheme. Gil- 
bert V. Levin of Washington's 
Resources Research, Inc., turned 
to biology. Live organisms, he 


pointed out are used in the, mass .. 


production of beer and vac- 
cines, why not fresh water?

He reso- 
lutely refused to be separated 
from them, so for the first night 
all three occupied the same cell. 
By thegfollowing morning Lon- 
don Z ad agreed to look af- 
ter the bear until the men were 
released, 


-After a great deal of trouble 
the bear was enticed into a bus 
specially chartered for the pur- 
pose, and was chained and muz- 
zled. But the bus didn’t get far, 
for the bear in desperation had 
broken” a--window and climbed 
out, 


He couldn't get completely 
away because he was still on the 
end of the chain, but no one 
dared approach the roaring 
beast. 


Finaily the owners had to be 
fetched out of jail to take their 
bear to the Zoo under escort, 
after which they returned to 
complete their sentence. 


During 1891 and.1892 a small 
brown bear was regularly ex- 
hibited in the streets of London. 
It became very popular, and 
great crowds would often collect 
to see it, completely blocking 
the street. As obstruction is an 
offence against the law, the po- 
liceman on duty in the vicinity 
had no option but to arrest the 
bear and its owner. 


‘Together they would spend the 
night in a cell, and in the morn- 
ing were brought before the 
magistrates.

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Last week eleven hundred 
womenm-mostly farm women, 
took a brief holiday,.Where did 
they go and what did they do? 
They went to Toronto, no less, to 
attend the last Ontario Conven- 
tion of the year for the Women’s 
Institutes of the Province held 
at the Royal York hotel. Many of 
the women had rooms at the 
hotel. In some cases two wo- 
men, previously completely un- 
known to each other, shared one 
room. It all added to the fun 
and to the “get acquainted” op- 
portunities for W.I. members 
with a common interest. Most of 
those who registered were dele- 
gates. Some; like myself, were 
there through choice —. and 
without the obligation of taking 
back a report — unless you call 
this column a “report”. Be that 
as it may, it will certainly not 
be a report in the ordinary sense 
of the word as I don’t want to 
steal any delegate’s thunder. S6 
I'll just be satisfied with giving 
you my impressions and a few 
of the highlights. 

It must be fifteen years since 
I attended a W.I. Convention in 
Toronto — not since the last re- 
distribution of district ‘areas to 
convention centres, after which 
the district to which I belonged 
was given Guelph as its conven- 
tion:area.

Bathtub Killers 


John George Smith, who 
drowned his wives by suddenly 
seizing their feet while they 
were in the bath, publicized the 
sinister use of “this 
piece of household equipment. 
But he was by no means the 
first to recognize the fatal use to 
which a bath could be put. 

The ancient Romans used to 
commit suicide by cutting their 
veins and relaxing in a warm 
bath till they died. 


In 1922, police looking for a 


missing woman broke into a 
shop in. Regent’s Park, London, 
and found her body, wrapped 
in a sheet, laid in an empty bath. 
She had been shot dead some 
days previously. Her — lover, 
locked in the flat above the shop 
with her, shét himself as the 
police broke in. He had been 


eating his meals off a board laid. 


across the bath. 


The method of John Haigh, 
who. disposed of his victim's 
body in an acid bath, was: anti- 
cipated in 1925 by a Frenchman 
who took a lonely villa at Aix. 
He ordered a bath and a large 
quantity of sulphuric acid to be 
delivered. Then a man whose 


. life was heavily insured was in- 


vited to the villa. 


He was shot, his body placed 
in the bath, and later the resi- 
due was tipped on to the gar- 
den. 

A ghastly threat was used by 
‘a German kidnapper in 1936. He 
snatched a small boy and sent 
a note to the father. The note 
stated that the boy would be 
trussed up and placed in an 
empty bath. The water would 
be turned on slowly while the 
ransom was being fetched. 

“It we get the money without 
any bother,” said the note, “your 
son will only have had a bath. 
But if there is any delay, you 


will be responsible for his 
death.” . ‘: 
Fortunately, the youngster 


was traced by the police before 
the threat could be carried out, 
and soon afterwards his kidnap- 
per was arrested.

British Have World’s Only Telescope 


That Can Trace Space Satellites

Jodrell Bank, England — 
(NEA)—The Russian Sputniks 
are murdering/the sleep of this 
peaceful Cheshire countryside, 
30 miles from the grimy city of 
Manchester and noted for vAts 
cheese. j 

Or rather, to be more “accu- 
rate, the $2,500,000 Jodrell Bank 
telescope, the largest steerable 
radio-telescope in the world, is 
what's destroying the peace and 
quiet of this pastureland. 

Dairy farmers can’t sleep at 
night, their dreams being brok- 
en by eerie, other-worldly 
noises that’ seem to come fror 
the bowels of this red clay soil. 

“It's like subway trains tear- 
ing along under the earth,” one 
farmer told me. Another de- 
cribed the sounds as the “high- 
pitched screams of a thousand 
demons being put to torture.” 

Even the cows are behaving 
queerly, I was told. The butter 
content of their milk has gone 
off, or so the farmers believe. 

What the Cheshire farmers 
hear these frosty winter nights 
are neither banshees nor sub- 
ways, but the motors of the 
Jodrell Bank telescope as it 
turns and tilts in the night fol- 
lowing the Russian satellites in 
their orbits. 

Tracking satellites is child's 
play, relatively speaking, for the 
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quest to 


are on Jodrell Bank at this mo- 
ment. 


Already, the giant telescope 
has given one spectacular dem- 
onstration of its capabilities. In 
response to a frantic Russian re- 
locate the wayward 
rocket that is chasing Sputnik 
I, the telescope reached out and 
plucked the rocket 1,000 miles 
away as it hurtled over the Arc- 
tic Circle. It took the telescope 
just six hours to locate the lost 
rocket. i 

Impressed with this perform- 
ance, Russian scientists now 
telegraph . daily forecasts of 
Sputnik II’s position to the ex- 
perimental station at Jodrell 
Bank. 

As the U.S. launches its satel- 
lites into outer space, the tele- 
scope will become increasingly 
important. Already, it is fur- 
nishing data on the Russian 
satellites to the Smithsonian 
Institution and to the U.S. Naval 
Research Laboratory. 

First impression of the Jodrell 
Bank telescope, as viewed from 
a taxi two miles away, is that 
of a gigantic Cyclop eye turned 
toward the heavens. Only, this 
is an eye that hears, rather than 
sees, One that is capable of send- 
ing radio impulses to the stars, 
the sun and to distant nebulae. 

To get an idea of its size, the 
telescope’s reflector fs 15 times 
bigger than the 200-inch mirror 
of the Mount: Palomar telescope

giant telescope with its 250-foot 
reflector, 

It is in the coming weeks, 
with Sputnik II's radio batteries 
dead and the fantastic circus 
circles even closer to the earth, 
that the Jodrell Bank telescope 
will come into its own. For now 
it is the only known instrument 
eapable of tracking the Russian 
playthings with radar. 

The telescope will sit in on 
the death of the satellites, which 
is expected to take place early 
in December. It will listen to 
the death rattle, record the last 
convulsions of the two Sputniks 
as they re-enter the earth's 
atmosphere. 

Will the satellies explode, due 
to the heat and friction of 
earth's atmosphere? Will they 
disintegrate, scattering showers 
of meteorites as brilliant as a 
comet's tail? Or will they return 
to earth more-or-less intact? 

In supplying answers to these 
questions, the Jodrell Bank tele- 
scope will determine whether 
the Russians have an inter-con- 
tinenta ballistic missile that is 
capable of returning to earth to 
discharge its deadly atomic load. 

That is why all eyes—includ- 
ing those of Russian scientists— 


in California. The 
dish is, in fact, big enough to 
seat 10,000 people (whether 
comfortably or with knees up 
to their chins, one is not told). 

This dish, which weighs 800 
tons, is suspended between two 
towers that are taller than Nel- 
son’s Column in London’s Tra- 
falgar Square (185 feet). 

But the marvel, which weighs 
2,000 tons all told, moves with 
the delicacy and precision of 
the sweep-hand of a watch when 
it is tilted to scan the sky or 
follow a star in its course. 

The reflecting -dish is com- 
pletely steerable. It can be 
pointed in any direction, includ- 
ing upside down (when this 
happens for the first time the 
ground beneath is likely to be 
showered with paint brushes, 
loose rivets, and debris left by 
the workmen), 

At full speed the telescope 
can swing around the compass 
in 18 minutes and the dish can 
looprthe-loop in 15 minutes flat. 

Once the telescope has sighted 
its object, 
do all the calculations required 
to keep it on its targét, as it 
performs its weird rock’n' roll.

Fur Coat Saves 
Drowning Person 


The world was thrilled re- 
cently by the miraculous escape 
of Second Officer Douglas War- 
drop of the 10,000-ton Glasgow 
motor ship, British Monarch. 


_ Falling overboard into the Pa- 


\eifie Ocean, and not missed un- 
til nearly four hours later, he 
went on swimming entirely un- 
supported for nine hours with 
a turtle keeping him company 
and an electric eel, which kept 
giving him shocks, before his 
ship, having turned about and 
raced back over 100 miles, res- 
cued him. 

Much more amazing, though, 
after being hurled into the wa- 
ter, was the escape of Mrs. Mar- 
garet Gwyer, a survivor of the 
ill-fated Lusitania which a Ger- 


man U-boat sent to the bottom. 
in May, 1915, with the loss of, 


1,200 lives. 


Margaret Gwyer, three weeks 
married, was on her honeymoon 
cruise off Ireland with her 
clergyman husband. Her first 
shock, after the torpedo’s thun- 
derous explosion, came when a 
wave threw her out of the life- 
boat into which she had clam- 
bered 

Then, as the vessel heeled 
over, with its wreckage engulf- 
ing her, she found herself to her 
horror sucked into one of the 
_ Lusitania’s four giant funnels. 
The ship then went down. 

Suddenly there was a shatter- 
ing explosion and hundreds 
were killed. But Mrs. Gwyer 
was blown clean out of the fun- 
nel, as if shot from a fairground 
eannon. Though much bruised, 
she hit the sea without suffer- 
ing any broken bones and was 
hauled into a rescue boat. 

Similarly, when in April, 1912, 
after striking an iceberg three 
hours earlier, the Titanic went 
down, many survivors cheated 
death very narrowly. 

One, a Yorkshire Justice of 
the Peace, A. H. Barkworth, 
probably owed his life to his fur 
coat. He .wore it over his life- 
belt, and by this novel arrange- 

-ment, gained extra buoyancy 
when tossed about in the icy 
tea. Later, he was able to climb 
into™'@ifeboat. 

On the afféfaoon of June 22, 
1893, Vice-Admiral Sir George 
Tryon, K.C.B., exercising his 
fleet in the Mediterranean, gave 
a faulty signal. It led to his two 
lines of battleships turning in- 
wards to reverse direction, when 


there was not sufficient room 
for such a manoeuvre. 
His flagship, the Victoria, 


crashed into the Camperdown, 
which was leading the parallel 
column of battleships. 

The Victoria plunged ‘to her 
doom, taking with her the Ad- 
miral, twenty-two. officers and 
336 men. But one young officer, 
marked for fame, escaped. 


Commander John Jellicoe had 
been lying in his bunk suffering 
from malaria. As the ship crum- 
epg ‘under the terrific impact, 

e staggered up on deck, and 
dropped over the side. A. few 
seconds later the ship disappear- 
ed. Struggling hard, Jellicoe 
managed to keep afloat just long 
enough to be rescued, 

His rescue meant much, for 
Britain’s future naval prestige 
and safety. For twenty years la- 
ter, as Admiral Sir John Jelli- 
coe, he defeated the Kaiser’s 
warships at Jutland. 

Last autumn, an Aberdeen 
trawler deckhand, forty-three- 
year-old John Craig, had unbe- 
lievable luck after being washed 
overboard. The huge wave which 
carried him away knocked him 
unconscious. But while he was 
insensible another wave swept 


him back on board, The farce of . 


this, by a freak of fortune, 
wedged him securely beneath a 
lifeboat. And there he lay, hid- 
den and unconscious, 

His skipper, meanwhile, be- 
“Tieving him lost, radioed the 
nearest coastal station. The Pet- 
erhead lifeboat, answering this 
S OS&, circled until dusk in the 
angry waters round the spot 
‘where he had disappeared, but 
no body was sighted. 

Craig's wife was Informed. 
But imagine her delirious joy 
when the missing man walked 
into her cottage, having revived 
in the boat, His reappearance 
surprised everyone. “Why, it’s 
yon Jamie's ghost that be walk« 


in’ here!” cried one of his ship- 
mates, astounded to see him in 
the flesh again. 

When, in 1868, the French 
steamer, Ville du Havre, went 
down in mid-Atlantic with 200 
vic tims, | one of the eighty-seven 
sdévivors, Mary Bulkley, felt. all 
the w anted to do was to follow 
her little daughter, Helen, who 
had drowned. 

In vain, Mrs. Bulkley elutch- 
ed the child's clothes, but the 


sea's force tore them from her. 
Then a stout piece of iton chain 
hit her. She clung to it instine- 
tively, found it came from a cap- 
sized boat, and then the boat 
itself broke in two, 

Almost immediately after 
wards eu was hit in the chest 
by a floating beam, Clinging des- 
rials to "tt she stayed afloat. 
She had drifted more than a 
mile from the wreckage when 
rescue boat fished her out.

Hymn Numbers 


The San Remo Casino is 
Italy's answer to Monte Carlo. 
Opened in January, 1905, it 
makes and handles more money 
than all the other gaming houses 
im Italy put together, and draws 
gamblers and eccentrics from 
all over the world. 

Since English residents had a 
great part in founding and sup- 


- porting the casino, it is perhaps 


appropriate that one of its most 
wnusual. gamblers today is an 
Englishman, known to the crou- 
piers as “Mr. Beetle.” ‘ 

Whenever he plays the tables 
he brings with him a box with 
a Cellophane top. One half of 
the Cellophane is coloured red, 
the other black. Inside the box 
ja a beetle, and before he places 
a bet the gambler looks inside 
the box to see which colour the 
beetle is under. He then places 
his bet accordingly; and he has 
wery seldom been known to lose 
consistently. 

There are two English 
‘@hurches in San Remo, and it's 
a frequent sight, during a ser- 
‘wice, to see a mam or woman 
rush out of the church to bet on 
the number of the hymn! An- 
other i Sg gambler, who in- 

bet on the number fif- 
teen, firmly believed himself to 


‘be blessed by fortune. 


One day, seeing a splendid 
new motor car standing outside 
the casino, he asked its owner 
how much he would sell it for. 
The owner said that he. would 
mot accept less than $9,000. 

“Just a minute,” said the 
gambler, “and I'll go get it.” 

He ‘rushed upstairs to the ta- 
bles, bet as usual, on the num- 
ber fifteen, and within five min- 
utes had returned with the 
money in his pocket. 

An equally successful “sys- 


. tem” was worked out: by the 


wife of a wealthy Roman indus- 
trialist. When her husband ad- 
mitted to her, in fear and trem- 
bling, that he had lost over 
$12,000 on the tables, she coolly 
replied: “Never mind, I've won 
exactly the same amount.”

This took quite a time. He 
would look at a schedule, and 
then get down a big book.

port. The hen show has long 
since dwindled and ceased to. 
be. Members gave up fancy poul- 
try, and one year the directors 
had met and agreed not to meet. 

The years rolled away, but the 
railroads had never brought. 
their rate schedule up to date. 
If you sent a bag of cement or 


a new bicycle to Freeport, it . 


would cost plenty, but if you 
sent a great-bronze turkey tom 
in a wet crate nailed up with 
spikes, it would cost 37. cents, 
Also, if you sent that bird to 
Yarmouth or Brunswick — adja- 
cent towns — the rate was sky- 
high, It was Freeport that once 
had a poultry show. 

I do not know if this still ap- 
plies, but it very well might. In 
the meantime, things have 
changed otherwise. It costs me 
$2.73 to bring ten amaryllis 
bulbs from California, and we 
have many other things to be 
thankful for. The turkey? Dad 
gave him to a poor family, crate. 
and all, and when we came 
home that Thanksgiving for the 
family get-together Mother had 
a roast of pork. Mother never 
cared too much for turkey any- 
way. With new turnips, it was.

_ “See the M.O..” the sergeant- 
major urged.

The orderly-room clerk  ig- 
nored the sergeant-major’s ad- 
vice. Very shortly after making 
this decision, Ewart Jones land- 


ed with his company at Calais. 


It was May, 1940. 


‘For Rifleman Jones the next 
three days were a nightmare. 
He was haunted by the constant 
fear of death. Over fifty per cent 
of his battalion were killed. 

“And then,” writes . Ewart 
Jones in his commendable and 
absorbing book, “Germans Un- 
der My Bed,” “the peage. Peace 
~My peace . absolute. si- 
lence.” With others of the ill- 
fated B.E.F. he was herded into 
captivity. 

Any unfortunate P.o.W. who 
was captured in 1940 had a long 
wait ahead of him. Some settled 
into the soul-destroying exis- 
tence of prison camp life, others 
enlivened their enforced stay 
with attempts to escape, With a 
fellow P.o.W., Jones made a 
break for liberty and fled, their 
objective being Russia. 

The journey was a succession 
of close calls, little food and 
drink. Fatigue and exhaustion 
compelled them to seek fdod and 
shelter at a poverty-stricken 
dwelling. Their knocking was 
answered by a young Pole, who 
asked them in. 

Jones explained their plight 
and that they were English 
P.o.W.s. The welcome was .ter- 
rific. Hunks of bread and drip-’ 
ping and ersatz tea’ were speed- 
ily set out. 

However, the two’ P.o.W:s 
were startled out of their wits 
by the action of the Pole when 
hie suddenly produced a large 
friend's 
hand and made a gash across 
the veins in his wrist. 

The Englishmen jutmiped to 
their feet in alarm, but the Pole 
smiled an assurance, made a 

ash across his own wrist and 

eld the two wounds together. 
They - were blood brothers! 
Jones was treated likewise. 

It wasn’t possible to sleep at 
the house, so they were escorted 
to another dwelling a short dis- 
tance away. Another meal, and 
they were shown to their bed. 

Jones was prodded into wake- 
fulness the following morning

The Norfolkman didn’t lose 
his ‘temper or even. squeal. He 
ponderously turned and, with 
his huge hands, tore the rifle 
from the guard’s grasp. Holding 
it high above his head, he walk- 
ed to the dockside. “I’ve a good 
mind to chuck the blessed thing 
in the river,” he said quietly. 

The German guard jumped up 
and down, fumed and tried ‘to 
snatch the rifle. back; but he 
wasn’t tall enough. His rage 
gave way to pleading. 

Not until the Norfolkman had 
exacted a contrite apology from 
him, and a promise to be good 
and keep quiet while the men 
were working, was he allowed 
to have the offending rifle and 
bayonet back. 

Ewart Jones, after his unlucky 
breakout, remained a P.o.W. un- 
til Germany surréndered, and 
his book is a glowing tribute to 
those unfortunates who. served 
long-term periods in captivity; 
a book made all the more sin- 
cere by his refusal to play up 
the heroics.

But the 
gravest question to be raised 
about any engine powered be- 
yond the needs of safety and 
comfort has to do with causing 
accidents. There canbe no quib- 
bling about speed as the major 
villain in highway deaths. And 
fast cars are products of power- 
ful engines. 


This is not to say that a 400- 
horsepower engine is lethal in 
itself. But to handle safely the 
performance of such an engine 
requires a maturity not always 
present in the ordinary driver. 
In the hands of an exuberant 
teen-ager such overpowered cars 
pose a peril both to himself and 
other drivers. No one would 
dream of holding the auto maker 
responsible for careless driving. 
But the manufacturers can do 
much to take the lure out .of 
high speeds, by playing down 
horsepower. Fortunately, this 
year one or two of them are 
actually doing so.
